FARMERS SAY SUMMERFALLOW 
1S NOT AIWAYS PRACTICABLE 


Spring Plowing More 
Often Successful 


Governments’ Own Farm 
Was Not A Success 


No one man, or group of men, would 
be expected to cover as much territory 
and go into details as did the Southern 
Alberta Survey Board without making 
at least minor mistakes, 

There are others who sometimes err 
in their opinions, We all have to ad- 
mit that we do at times, If weshould 
go too strong in that direction it is up 
to the other fellow to “check us up.” 

The Conservative member from 
Leth bridge must have been ina jocular 
mood when on the floorin the house 


some few daysago he made the State- 
ment that you would have to use 


“shot guns” as well us railway cars to 
have the farmers leave the country. 
He may have had in mind the districts 
around Lethbridge, but it certainly did 
not apply to the whole south country. 

{n some of the central districts such 
as Alderson and Jenner, north of the 
Saskatchewanriver, when quite a large 
area east and west, seventy- five per 
cent of the farmers have alveady 
“treked out.” 

Those who are still hanging on would 
assuredly have gone too had it not been 
that they invested all their money in 
buildings, implements, etc., in order 
to carry on farming operations. An 
investment of this sort is of very little 
value, in late years, as you could not 
dispose of it anywhere near the actual 
value, in many cases could not give 
away, horses to be included. 

If the above investment could be 
disposed for half its value er less in 
the last year there would have been a 
great many more farmers leave the 
country. 

It is not that they love the country 
that they are sticking, 

The Survey Board dwells strongly 
on summertallow, whichis no doubt 
the only method to use in farming 
But it

ably with the Sahara desert. 

In these particular districts spring 
plowing has proven to grow a_ better 
cvop than summerfallowing, for this 
reason; During the last five vears 
even if plowing could be completed in 
the month of June the moisture at the 
most is not more than eight or ten 
inches to begin with, In turning a 
furrow eight inches deep you get to 
the bottom of the moisture, Well 
then expose this fallow to the hot sun, 
hot winds, some of which are of a4 
cyclone nature, how can you keep it 
fromm releasing its moistureeven though 
cultivated all that is necessary? It not 
only toses its moisture or the udst of 
it atleast, but serves as a hot bed for 
the moth egg as there is always a dust 
covering caused by the wind, As is 
known, the moth egg, when the earth 
becomes warm in the spring, develops 
into the cur worm, The result is your 
crop ov the sumimerfallow is eaten up. 

As for spring plowing, in plowing 
early for spring seeding, by going 
down or turning a furrow four to five 
inches deep, ths moth egg doesn't ap 
pear to develop when buried to that 
extent in the earth, thereby elimnating 
any trouble from that quarter. 

Further more seeding cn spring 
breaking has the benefit of a storage 
of moisture trom the melting snow in 
the stubble or in 
rain. 


some cases by 
In the care of a summerfallow, 
the greater part of the snow blows 
clean off, the result is very little winter 
moisture collected, Moisture being 
the object in those dry araex, we get 
mpstes results from early spring plow- 
ng. 

The board is of the opinion that in 
no partof the region under report 
should a farmer summerfallow less 


than one-third of the cultivated acre- 
age of his farm, and in the areas of 
lesser rainfall throughout the region 
he should summerfallow not less than 
one-half of his cultivated acreage, 


This system will not work out inthe 
area previously stated with the aver- 
age rainfall of the last tive years, 


Another suggestion by the board is 
Ubat no advances be made ‘either for 
seed or feed except on an undertaking 
by the farmer or owner of the land 
plow for summerfallow not later than 
June 15, 1922, one acre for every two 
acres for which seed or feed is supplied 
and to keep this summerfallow and 
free from weeds, 

There are very few farmers who 
could have this summerfallow land 
plowed by the 15th, of June. This is 
very good as an arm chair suggestion, 
butit cannot be put into practice. 
There cannot be u hard and fast cast- 
iron set of rules applied to this kind of 
work, 

It no doubt is the aim of every tarm- 
er to have this work doneas early in 
the season as circumstances will permit 
and to keep it free of weeds is easier 
said than done, especially in this south 
country where the Russian thistle and 
tumbling mustard thrive so well, 

When it comes to the government 
dealing with this question, it might be 
as-well if the process of forcing and 
driving be eliminated. The former
